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Lines 1-5 of the section "Allowable Subject Matter" on page 2 of the Notice of 
Allowability mailed March 25, 2005, summarize the claims with the following 
statements: 



The prior art does not teach or suggest the use of a digital 
camera in which the display screen of the digital camera displays 
a network structure when the camera is connected to a computer 
on a network and returns the display screen to a state of 
displaying a photographed image or live-view video when the 
camera is disconnected from the computer on the network, 
(emphasis added) 



However, the highlighted language is not found in the claims. For instance, each of 
claims 1 , 4, 6, 9 and 1 1 does not contain the language "digital camera" or 
"computer." While the actual claim language "photographing apparatus" recited in 
claims 1 , 4, 6, 9 and 1 1 certainly can be interpreted to include, for example, a digital 
camera, and the recited "processor" as recited in claims 1,4,6, and 9, and "data 
processing devices" as recited in claim 1 1 can be interpreted to include, for example.

particular implementations.
